Banjo Attitudes et A Five-String Banjo Sourcebook 
developpent ce theme dans plus de details, et citent 
bien d'autres catalogues. De la profusion des fabricants 
anciens qui ont ete repertories entre le milieu du 19° 
siecle et la seconde guerre mondiale, certains modeles 
se sont demarques. De la bataille commerciale a 
laquelle les grandes marques se sont livrees, on ne 
retiendra que quelques grands noms ; tout en sachant 
que cette selection reste tributaire du contexte dans 
lequel instrument sera employe — musique de jazz ou 
folk music —, ou des styles pratiques : 
classique, o/d time, bluegrass... 


Ce qui demeure particulierement interessant a 
mentionner, c'est emergence, suite au folk revival, de 
divers fac-similes. Ils confirment l’importance accordee 
a certains fabricants par les musiciens contemporains.
